It would be fine to lay off an 
entire year and enjoy an easy time! 
There is no command given to the 
Christian to keep any day as a holy 
day. 
If there are any who think th at 
the Christian is commanded to observe

Jan. J.—One man 
can now milk 2o cows an hour by I 
m eans ot the first efficient milking 
machine in use in this part of the 
country. 
Dr. \V. 
J*. 
Cutler, 
state I 
food and dairy 
commissioner, 
has 
just returned from inspecting one of 
these m achines which has been in­ 
stalled in the model dairy of Colonel 
\Y. J. Phelps, a farm er 
near 
Car­ 
thage,, Mo. 
Inspired by a lecture on dairying 
given by Doctor Cutler in Carthage 
about a year ago. Colonel Phelps be­ 
gan at once the erection of his model 
dairy barn. 
It is entirely of stone, 
with steel shingles and all the latest 
im provem ents, including a concrete 
floor and stanchions. Places are pro­ 
vided for forty Jerseys. 
T he calves 
have separate com partm ents, and are 
fed there on the warm milk as soon 
as it has been separated. The barn 
has place for 150 tons of hay. It. cost 
about $10,000. 
lr the milk room is a steam boiler, 
sterilizers and a gasoline engine to 
drive the separator and the milking 
machine. 
Colonel Phelps invited Doctor Cut­ 
ler to see the startin g of the milking 
machine last Friday. 
It consists of 
a num ber of units, one to each two 
cows, and all connected with the cen­ 
tral m achine run by tho engine on 
he vacuum 
principle. 
Each 
unit 
consists of a set of four cups lined 
with rubber, which fit onto the teats 
of the cow. 
Tubes leading from each 
of these m eet at a common center 
below, from which one tulle carries 
the milk into a bucket, betw een two 
cows. W hen the milk has been taken 
from one of the cows, the cups are 
removed and applied to the one on 
the other side of the bucket. 
All former milking machines have 
failed because they exerted a contin­ 
uous pressure on the teats, making 
them sore, but th is mr chine is so 
constructed that the suction is regu­ 
larly interrupted, 
allowing 
normal 
circulation of the blood. 
The 0 ]>era- 
tion of milking, so far as th e cow is 
concerned, is just, the sam e as when 
the calf does the milking. 
Colonel Phelps has a barn for his 
dry cows, where they can 
I m ? com­ 
fortable, and another building for a 
cow' hospital. 
They are all enclosed 
by a stone fence. The whole equip­ 
ment is thorough, modern, practical 
and complete in every detail. 
It is a 
model for the community and has at­ 
tracted a great deal of interest as an 
experiment. 
Many farm ers come ev­ 
ery day to see the milking machine 
in operation and to inspect the dairy. 
Doctor C utler says it
